DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As shown in Figure 1, Sivaramakrishnan ('A Uniform Transform Domain video 
codec based on Dual Tree Complex Wavelet Transform', IEEE Publication, May 2001) 
teaches a method for encoding a video, comprising: 

Applying a dual-tree discrete wavelet transform to the video to generate a 
plurality of sequences of wavelet coefficients (DT-CWT); and compressing the plurality 
of sequences to produce a compressed bitstream corresponding to the video (Entropy 
Encode) (Section 1 . Introduction). Sivaramakrishnan further teaches DT-CWT as an 
improvement over DWT (Page 235 Lines 6-18). Sivaramakrishnan is silent on the use 
of a three dimensional dual-tree discrete wavelet transform. Sivaramakrishnan further 
fails to disclose the specifics of the noise shaping method as claimed. A further search 
was conducted which failed to yield any prior art. Therefore, the prior art fails to teach 
or render obvious these limitations taken within the others in the claim.
